Following their 
return to Austria, von WIXSNER and LOVR&K invited about 20 prominent Monarchists 
to a conference 3-, December 1949 at the totel Scharmueller in Linz. 


2, During this conferance, the Monarchist Executive Comittee was established 

and the conferees jiiscussed plans for strengthening Monarchist groups 2n 
Austris, hey agrzed to activate throughout Austria's provinces, the Bund 
Yesterreichischer 2atrioten, a monarchist group uhich has been active in the 
Vyrol and Upper Austria for sometime. dowever ia order to avoid hostile 
attacks from other Austrian politica) groups it was decided that Executive 
Committee members should not play a prominent role in organizing the Bund 
Qesterreichischer 2atrioten, In addition, plans were made to promote the 
activities of estarlisned pro-monarchist organizations such as Oasterreichische 
Gemeinschaft, Heizatland and particularly the Traditionsreferat of the OeVP . 
(Austrian People's Party), a new source of support for the Monarchists in 
Austria. 

a, Purine these discussions the delegation from Carinthia,led by one Maj, A.D. RATHEI- 


SER, made a definitive statement to the effect that the Carinthian Monarchists 
Will not offer Marshal Tito cause for provocatica against Austria.
